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At Wuchang, Oct. 27th ulto., Wr114it

late of Kewkeang, China, 
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Tue Chinese have’ long been looked 
upon as the model of a primitive race, 
as well as the authors of a civilization 
which, for some'time at least, seems to 
have occupied the highest position in 
the world. The marked characteris- 
ties of the race, differing little in phy- 
siognomy, ethics or costume through- 
out the entire of the eighteen provinces, 
lent a remarkable support to a theory 


* | which had much besides to recommend 


it, It is curions that modern research 
is by degrees tending to show that this 
homogeneity is of comparatively mo- 
dern growth in the history of the race, 
while one by one the arts and sciences 
of the Chinese, when traced to their 
root, seem invariably to point to foreign 
introduction. The one character pos- 
sessed in common by the inhabitants of 
the empire seems to be that of recep 
tivity, which has enabled them to 
make use of and toa certain extent as- 
similate the arts and even the languages 
of the various tribes with which at 
different periods they have come in 
contact. ‘The school of critics of the 
last century, when they found that an 
art had been practised in China, the 
origin of which was beyond the 
limited means of investigation at their 
disposal, at once attributed its inven- 
tion to the Chinese themselves. Thus, 
firearms, the mariner's compass, the 
art of printing with —_ moveable 
type, were all set down as Chinese 
inventions ; and reasoning from these 
premises, it was easy to see in 
the Chinese not only skilful handi- 
craftsmen, but veritable inventors. 
When to these were superadded the 
tales about the early sovereigns, and 
the wonderful engineering works of Yu, 
it was easy to see how good had been 
the primd facie case made out. It is 
therefore curious to remark how little 
real foundation these theories had to 
rest on, and how different is the 
view which the latest researches offer to 
us. One by one the claims of the 
Chinese inventors have been shown to be 
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unfounded. ‘The mariner’s compass, 
which might readily have been in- 
vented in a country abounding in mag- 
netic iron, has been shown to be of 
foreign introduction. Mr. Mayers has 
effectually upset the claim to the in- 
vention of gunpowder and firearms ; 
moveable type have turned outto be a 
late European introduction; while 
many of the most ordinary crops at 
tho present day transpire to have been 
comparatively recent, if not modern, 
importations, The same may be said 
for the astronomy of the Chinese as 
for their other arts ; it bears the stamp 
of foreign importation, and this stamp 
seems not less marked in the oldest 
records to which we have access than 
in those of the present day. Probably 
the more curious feature in this recep- 
tivity of the Chinese is their inability, 
once an art is naturalised, to advance a 
step in its developement. Hach re- 
mains at the point which it had 
attained when assimilated, till some 
other external force causes a fur- 
ther step to be taken. Turning to 
language and religion, we find almost 
a similar series of progression by sud- 
den bounds, in obedience to external, 
not internal forces. Every writer on 
the antiquities of China is consciously 
or unconsciously compelled to seek 
the origin of Chinese arts or Chinese 
thought elsewhore than in China. The 
Rey. Mr. Chalmers, in his instructive 
preface to the Tao-teh-king, has had 
his thoughts forced in this direction. 
Even while calling Laotsze “the 
philosopher of China,” he cannot eseape 
from,the speculation whether the Chi- 
nese and Hindoo minds had not come 
in contact “at that early period ;” a 
thought which will equally force itself 
on the careful reader of the aphorisms 
of the sage. Yet Laotsze stands, as 
he informs us, “the acknowledged head 
of the Tanist sect, and his followers 
have scarcely added anything valuable 
to what he left them in his little book.” 
Jf there be an original religion in 
China, we are forced to go to this man 
Laotsze to seek for it, yet the deeper 
wo search, the more marked are the 
tones of foreign influence which meet 
our view. It is curious that the same 
general law should apparently prevail 
in the Chinese language. To the 
superficial observer it stands unique 
amongst human modes of expression, 
‘Mr, Bdkins isnot the only one who sees, 
or thinks he sees, the traces in it of 
primeval speech. Yet an analysis seems 
to lead to much the same conclusions, 
with regard to it as to the other arts 
we have spoken of above. How 
readily the Chinese can in part assim-i 


late a language is shown by the aptitude 
with which they have learned the “pid. 
gin” of Canton. Yet close as have been 
our relations of late years, we doubt if 
“pidgin” has advanced a stage within 
the last forty years. We opine that the 
pidgin of the Old Factories differs little 
if atallfromthatof thepresenttime; yet 
in those days a small sprinkling of for- 
eigners, resident for but a few months 
of the year in Canton, and confined 
within the narrowest limits, represented 
the present numerous and influential 
foreign settlements in the Empire. This 
receptivity in the matter of language 
is, however, by no means peculiar to the 
Chinese, but seems to mark a certain 
stage in culture, or perhaps a distant 
connection of race. In Europe, the 
aboriginal tribes of France seem to 
offer the most marked example. In 
Asia, the Afghans are a modern 
instance. The most perfect instance 
is, however, to be found in America, where 
a. comparatively small number of Spani- 
ards have impressed their civilisation, 
their language and their religion on the 
native races of the west coast of South 
and Central America. To make the 
parallel more complete, the Spanish 
type is rapidly dying out. It is a 
pronder thing in the South American 
republics to claim possible kindred with 
an Inca, than to prove the cleanest 
descent from a Spanish grandee. 





Summary of Hews. 


‘The P. & O. str. Madras atrived yester- 
day with the English mail—over six days 
from Hongkong. She reports having en- 
countered the heaviest weather experienced 
on the coast for a long time. Twice she 
had to anchor for over twelve hours, and 
the severe N.E. gale blowing prevented 
her from making for a time more than two 
knots headway anhonr. ‘The Canton, which 
left before the mail, and the Hindostan 
which followed about a day later, have 
made protracted voyages from the same 
cause. 

‘The American mail str. Costa Rica, with 
San Francisco dates to Ist Oct., arrived 
yesterday, and among the list of passengers 
we notice the name of Baron G. von 
Rehfues, the German Minister. :

China Station. 

The conditions of the Fronch Treaty 
are that the Tariffs of 1860 will be main- 
tained, with the addition of compensa. 
tory duties equivalent to the French 
taxes on materials. Differential shipping 
dues are abolished. England regains 
complete freedom respecting wine. On 
coal and other imports and exports, Franco 
may, with the assent of England, aug- 
ment the duties after six months notice, 
The Treaty operates until the expiration 
of the Austrian Treaty in 1877, when Eng- 
land enjoys treatment of the most favoured 
nation. 

Mr. Baxter, Secretary to the Treasury, 
addressing his constituents, denied that 
the Ballot cured bribery, and stated his 
conviction that it was impossible to prevent 
voters announcing votes, 

Lieutenant Cameron accompanies Sir 
Bartle Frere, to explore the Lakes, scienti 
fically.

A homeward mail leaves to-morrow, by 
the P. & 0. str. Deccan, 

The French mail steamer Sindh, after 
starting on Friday last, was obliged to 
anchor below the harbour-master’s hulk, 
owing to some disarrangement of her 
machinery. She got away on Saturday 
morning, the defect in her machinery hav- 
ing been temporarily repaired, but it was 
feared that her cargo and mails might 
have to be transferred to another of the 
Company's steamers at Hongkong. 

‘The Races have been the great event of 
the week. Beginning on Friday last, thoy 
were finished on Tuesday. Fine weather 
was enjoyed, and the Meeting was one of 
the most successful ever held in Shanghai. 
An unusually large number of good po 
had been in training, the season for which 
had also been highly favourable ; and in 
addition to those belonging to local stables, 
there were several cracks from Tientsin, 
With nearly a dozen men-of-war of various 
nationalities in port, some of them large 
vessels, there was a considerable addition 
to the visitors from that quarter, and 
there were also many from the Outports, 
The Grand Stand was each day liberally 
graced with the presence of the Ladies. 
By the kind permission of Capt, Arthur 
and the Officers of the Iron Duke, the Band 
of that vessel was in attendance during 
the three days, A full report will be found 
elsewhere. 

‘The Trustees of the Shanghai General 
Hospital are making arrangements for 
subscription ball on the 1éth instant, the 
proceeds of which they will devote to tile 
charitable purpose of gratuitous relief to 
indigent patients. ‘he Council for tho 
neighbouring concession have kindly given 
the French Hotel Municipal for the occa- 
sion, and the band of H. M. 8. Iron 
Duke has been promised by the Captain 
and officers of that vessel. Anyone who 
hhas seen the spacious concert hall in the 
Hotel Municipal, with its French parquet 
floor and handsome decorations, must ack 
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nowledge it to be by far tho finest ball- 
room in Shanghai, and we do not doubt 
that on the fifteenth it will be the scene of 
‘a very brilliant assembly. We are in- 
formed that the Trustees of the Hospital 
have invited a number of gentlemen to act 
as stewards, and that tickets will shortly 
po issued, at a price, we believe, of $10 
exch, 

‘A return cricket match between the 
$..C, and the Royal Navy was played 
on Tuesday and Wednesday, and resulted 
in a victory for the former by three 
wickets, after a long and evenly contested 
game, ‘This squares the account with the 
Tron Duke cricketers, who chiefly made up 
tho Bleven, and who beat the local Eleven 
Jast spring. 

‘Tho small bridge on the Cemetery road 
has now been replaced by a culvert, over 
which the roadway is laid, and pending 
the putting up of iron railings on either 
the hardwood balustrades of the old 
bridge were brought into use. On Tues- 
day morning it was found that the railing 
on one side had been taken clean away, 
while that on the other side had been 
thrown into the Creek, 

On the Ist instant, the toll-collectors 
wore withdrawn from the Soochow Creole 
Bridge, and somo one has since been 
employed, whether legitimately or not we 
have not learned, in knocking in the 
widows and otherwise damaging the 
watchmen’s houses on the bridge. Al- 
though now at liberty to use the bridge 
free of toll, the majority of the Chinese 
passengora favour the other, perhaps be- 
causo it is at a point ou which a large foot 
passenger traffic debouches from the Gnoa- 
men Road, 

We hear that the Gas Company’s Holder 
at Hongkow has been completed, and the 
residents thore are now receiving better 
light than they have hitherto enjoyed. 
The Holder was first put in operation by 
the Company’s Manager on Thursday 
evoning last ; aud will, it is hoped, enable 
the Company to give both settlements 
better gas, and thus meet the numerous 
complaints of a state of matters which the 
consumers have borne patiently for a long 
time, ‘The whole of the machinery has 
been erected by the Pootung Foundry Com- 
pany. 

Corea appears determined to carry out 
her policy of exclusiveness most rigidly. 
‘We hear that the Regent of that country 
has ordered all Coreans on Russian territory 
to return, and has declared it » capital 
offence for natives to leave Corea, 
except when they go to China, and 
even these absentees are ordered to come 
back, under threats of minor punishment. 

From Cuzroo we hear that the Nether- 
lands brig Vondel, Capt. P. Grénbeck, 
was lost on the South-east Shantung 
Promontory, on the night of the 25th 
inst, about 11 o'clock. ‘The brig was 
on a voyage from Amoy to Newchwang, 
and had about 2,000 piculs of cargo on 
board, No lives were lost, and the cap- 
tain and crew arrived Chefoo on the 
morning of the 29th, bringing nothing with 
them except what they were elothedin, 
the natives near the situation of the wreck 
having taken forcible possession of the ship, 


























and threatened to murder the captain and 
crow unless they left the place at once. A 
friendly junk stood by the vossel, and the 
captain engaged her to convey him and the 
crew to Chefoo, agreeing to pay one hun- 
dred and sixty dollare as remuneration. 
The junk proceeded towards Chefoo, but 
on the afternoon of the 28th x heavy north- 
erly blow sprung up, and she was unable 
to fetch the port. ‘The captain and crew 
wore therefore landed from the junk in a 
fishing boat, about fifteen miles from 
Chefoo, and were obliged to travel that 
distance on foot. Twelve dollars was 
to be paid to the people of the fish- 
ing boat for landing them from the junk. 
Representations have been made to the 
native authorities regarding the manner in 
which the captain and crew were treated, 
with a request that steps be taken to 
recover their private effects, if possible. 
The wreck has been sold at Auction, as it 
lies, for $200, 

A correspondent writes from Pagoda 
Anchorage, Foocuow, complaining of the 
old grievance at that place regarding the 
delivery of letters from Shanghai, for- 
warded in the Local Post bag. Instead 
of receiving their letters and papers on the 
arrival of the steamer, the community in- 
variably have to wait for them a day, or 
sometimes even two days. Captains of 
vessels have had to proceed to sea without 
receiving their letters, which they knew 
from previous intimation had come per 
Dragon. As a remedy to all this delay 
and inconvenience, it is suggested that the 
Local Post should adopt a similar plan to 
that practised on board Lapraik’s steamers, 
of having an open box or bag, and allowing 
people to obtain any that may be addressed 
to them, there being no agent for the L. 
P. 0. at the Anchorage. 

‘Tho Grand Duke Alexis, third son of the 
Emperor of Russia, arrived at Naoasaxt in 
the Stetlana, Vice-Admiral Possiet, on the 
27th Oct. Salutes were exchanged with 
the Russian, French and Japanese war 
vessels in harbour, and the usual visits of 
ceremony exchanged. The Grand Duke 
went on shore on Tuesday, visited the 
Japanese officials, and was entertained by 
them at dinner, in quarters which had 
boen prepared for him. A picnic, and wrest- 
ling matches were got up, and illumina- 
tious gone into in honour of the distin- 
guished visitor. ‘The Gazette says that after 
the great preparations made by the Japan- 
ese authorities for tho reception of the 
Grand Duke on his arrival here, it has 
certainly been disappointing to them to 
find that he comes simply in a private 
capacity, in fact, as first-lieutenant of the 
Scetlana, and that this aspect of the case 
could on no account be deviated from. The 
Svetlana was. to leave in company with 
the Vetiaz on the 3rd instant for Hiogo 
and Yokohama. An Englishman named 
Johnson, a money-changer, who lived on 
the Creek, Sagarimatz, was so brutally at- 
tacked while in bed, on the afternoon 
of the 29th ult., that he died next day. 
The weapon used ia believed to have been 
an axe, with which a fearful wound was in- 
flicted on the head, extending from above 
the left ear to the tip of the nose and lay- 








ing open the brain, while in guarding him- 





self the unfortunate man had received two 
more, a severe one on the left arm and 
another, not so serious, on the shoulder. 
‘The asseilant has not been discovered, but 
a reward of $100 has been offered for his 
apprehension by the Japanese authorities, 
who havo also increased the police and 
been most active in their endeavours to 
get the culprit arrested. 

‘The Canrox correspondent of the China 
Mail states that tho city was, contrary to 
expectation, very quiet on the Emperor's 
marriage day. ‘Triumphal arches, deco- 
ratedwith red and yellowsilk, were erected 
at the Custom-house, and the new French 
Cathedral was tastefully illuminated. ‘The 
native prisons were cleared of their in- 
mates, of whom the desperate characters 
were despatched to far places in tho 
interior ; but kidnappers were not allowed 
to participate in the Imperial amnesty ; 
they were despatched to eternity. Row- 
dies, who are supposed to have come from 
Hongkong, havo been making their presence 
known, by such acts as the robbery we 
recorded a few daye since. The same 
correspondent observes that —‘‘Suez Ca- 
nal Mixture” is the label one may 
accidentally see now-a-days on tea-chests, 
‘The’ Kinshan’s repairs are expected to cost 
about $70,000; but she will he a  bran- 
new” boat. ‘The vessels for New York 
are now taking in straw hats. 

The Hoxxoxo Daily Press’ notes that 
the German bark Marie has been raised, 
and has gone to Whampoa to be docked, 
She has again been run aground however, 
and has again to be raised, A snake of the 
boa tribe, measuring four to five fest in 
length, was caught at Forrest Lodge and 
has been presented to the City Hall 
Museum, Several Portugueso residents 
have been protesting in the papers against 
the dinner to Dr. Magalhiies being called 
a public one, as not one-fourth of the 
Portuguese residents were concerned in 
giving it, The China Mail very cor- 
rectly defines a public dinner as follows : 
—Any dinner open to public sub- 
scription and given on public grounds by 
certain number of people, not personal 
friends of the party s0 honoured, is a 
“public” dinner, whether paid for by all 
his fellow-countrymen or only by one- 
tenth of them. The publicity lies in the 
absence of personal friendship, not in the 
numbers who act the part of host.” Judge

Asad butremarkable incident is described 
by the Srxcarore Times as having taken 
place during a late inspection of the Fire 
Brigade at Singapore. [t appears that 
while the police were exercising one of the 
fire engines at the tank in the temple at 
Pearl’s Hill, one of the constables fell into 
the tank, and was drowned before he could 
be recovered.

AT HOME AND ABROAD. 


‘We have heard for years about the ex- 
penses of living in China. The cost of 
the necessaries and luxuries of life in 
the East generally, and in this portion 
of the East in particular has been a 
standard subject of discussion for years. 
Like the couple in one of poor Gri- 
maldi’s old songs, people in the Model 
Settlement were never so happy as 
when they talked about: 

‘“eThe price of things, the fashion, and the weather.” 

The squeezes of houseboys, the 
exorbitancy of amas, the carelessness 
of cooks, and the ruinous overcharges 
at the Foreign Stores were the themes 
on which griffins were duly lectured, 
and concerning which the older resi- 
dents shrugged their shoulders and ac- 
quiesced with a grim smile of suffer- 
ance. Time is rapidly changing all 
this. It was a memorable day for 
Shanghai when the advertiser boldly 
asserted the fact that “Hard Times 
suggest Economy,” and proposed a 
reduction of prices. The old order of 
things was declared by that short notice 
to be passing rapidly away, and a new 
state of affairs was declared to be com- 
ing in, So men set to work to get 
cheaper tiffins and dinners, and looked 
after details themselves, and took to 
growing good vegetables and having 
one or two simple dishes at table instead 
of a succession of viands as distasteful 
as they were numerous. Those long 
state meals of many courses, with their 
mysterious ill-cooked entrées and heaps 
of paper flowers, gave way to more social 
therings and a simpler style of 
hi ‘The result has been eminently 
satisfactory. It is now proved that one’s 
table need not cost much in Shanghai, 
and indeed if house rents were only 
reasonably reduced, as they must be in 
time, all expenses of living would be 
moderate. Those who have been 
muleted by the hotel-keepers and 
store-keepers of New York regard 
Shanghai with wonder, as by no means 
extravagant in its charges; and if things 
go onas they are now going in the old 
country, we shall find ourselves com- 
paring fairly with London. The news- 
papers that arrive by every mail give 
‘accounts of strikes amongst labourers 
and consequent high prices. The 
necessaries of life are become so ex- 
pensive that the sufferings of the 
poorer and middle classes will probably 
be extreme, and respectable persons 
with moderate incomes will be grievous- 
ly pinched. There is another subject 
which strikes those China residents who 
have lately returned from England. It 
is contrast between the domestic service 
in the two countries. When poor John 
Leech pictured with inimitable humour 
the aggressions of servant-gallism, and 
‘Thackeray portrayed the pompous indo- 
lence of the superb Jeames, we believed 
in our simplicity that the independence 
of servants had reached its climax, but 
the ladies and gentlemen immortalized 











fifteen years ago were models of obedi- 
ence and docility compared with the 
present race of domestics. It appears 
that now the real place to witness 
“High Life” is to go “Below Stairs.” 
‘The most ordinary directions of master 
and mistress are received as un- 
warranted acts of tyranny, and the 
great question in the servants’ mind 
is how to do the minimum of work 
and obtain the maximum of wages. 
This is rather trying to persons ac- 
cnstomed to the orderly methodical 
and decorous offices of the celes- 
tial boy. For, say what we will, 
there is no service so quiet and trust- 
worthy in the main as that of tho 
Chinese. A taste for high priced 
cheroots is really almost the only failing 
of the male retainer, and a love of 
“gossip parlance,” as Mr. Tennyson 
calls it, is perhaps the chief blemish in 
the amab, except extreme personal 
hideousness. ‘The gross neglect of their 
charge, the vulgar and irritating imper- 
tinence, the flaunting extravagance of 
dress, the constant pilfering which 
characterize the maidservants of Merry 
England are sore trials to China folix 
ait Home, and induce them to reseek the 
Innd of their adoption with a feeling of 
relief. It is very painful to have to 
acknowledge that a confessedly bar- 
barous land has advantages over a 
supercivilized country like our own, but 
it is impossible to evade the conclusion 
that though we lack many of the aids 
and appliances of cultivated life, we 
have much solid comfort to be thankful 
for, in Shanghai, that cannot be at- 
tained in the West except by the very 
wealthy. 








HEATHEN MISSION IN CHRISTENDOM. 

A short time ago we referred to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury’s now cele- 
brated speech at Carlisle, and expressed 
some regret that so cautious and able 
a prelate, should have spoken so hastily 
on an important subject. Our readers 
have probably seen the letters of the 
Hindoo gentleman in the Times, and the 
leaders in the Saturday Review and the 
Pall Mall Gazette on the question, but 
the latest utterance may have escaped 
that attention which it really deserves. 
Dr. Harvey Goodwin, Bishop of Carlisle, 
who was on the platform at the mis- 
sionary meeting when the Primate 
spoke, has delivered a sermon in his 
Cathedral on the two titles, Christian 
and Heathen, which contains some very 
sound common sense. 

He begins by expressing his ‘satisfac- 
tion that the speech of the Archbishop 
has excited attention. Here, of course, 
there is room for diversity of opinion, 
and it is quite possible that Dr. Tait 
may not be specially flattered with the 
form that public attention has lately 
taken. To have every conceivable 
fallacy in your argument exhibited in 
the most prominent and glaring light, 
and to be caricatured in Punch, certainly 
shows that you excite attention, but 
whether on the whole you would not 
have preferred being let alone, depends 





on your peculiar taste. It is not un. 
likely that the Archbishop would have 
preferred the silence even of his zealous 
defender. We let this pass, however, 
and proceed to the Carlisle Sermon, 
Given, that we do see more than we 
used to do of the unchristianized por. 
tion of the world, and that the unchris. 
tianized portion of the world sees more 
of us. Granted that the Hindoos and 
Mahommedans can come and see for 
themselves, and docome and see forthem. 
selves, what is likely to be the effect ? 
Not a particularly healthy one ap- 
parently, as far as the Hindoo is con. 
cerned. “He finds,” observes the Bishop, 
“that England is regarded as a land of 
excommunicated unbelievers by almost 
five-sixths of Christendom or more, and 
that instead of the unity of which the 
New Testament seems to speak, nothing 
could be more pronounced, and ap: 
parently hopeless, than the rents which 
divide the Christian Body. These 
divisions must seem very strange to an 
inquirer, and must form a great obsta- 
cle in the way of receiving the faith, 
* * Many of ourselves might be able 
to say our differences are not cardinal, 
but we could scarcely expect a Hindoo 
to take that view, and when he per. 
ceived the zeal with which some among 
us strive for the upsetting of that 
Church, which he in his simplicity had 
regarded as representing the religion 
of England, and the amount of trouble 
and labour which had to be spent on 
Church defence, the Hindoo might well 
be a trifle astonished ; nor would his 
astonishment be much mitigated, when 
he looked into the condition of the 
English Church itself, and saw strife 
and dispute, and hard language and 
uncharitable judgments, and lawsuits 
and parties of men equally earnest, 
differing in their accounts of the doc- 
trines of the Church, as widely as the 
poles.” 

‘The ‘manifest slip about “seeing” 
hard language, is perhaps to bepardoned 
in an orator full of his subject, and 
putting this aside, there is much truth 
in the Bishop's remarks. He at least 
does not refuse to see difficulties, and 
frankly states the painful side of the 
question, He ayows in fact that Eng- 
land is about as bad as any country 
can well be in many ways, and thaba 
heathen contemplating the character 
and institutions of the land, specially 
the ecclesiastical institutions, must cou 
clude to prefer his own creed and to feel 
rather glad when he is out of the country. 

His allusion to the rancour of reli- 
gious disputations is peculiarly forci- 
ble, and it suggests a very practical 
consideration, Might not w little fa- 
miliarity with Heathenism do ministers 
good? The East is the cradle of our 
faith, and there are many things to be 
learned from a sojourn amongst Ma- 
hommedans, or Parsees, or Confucian- 
ists. Even from China we might lem 
lessoris of toleration, for except when 
hounded on to a fury by the literary 
class, the Chinese are not disposed to 
take umbrage at peculiarities of belief 
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that oppose their own views. Most of 
us may learn from our enemies, and 
there is no doubt that the aversion to 
posseention on religious grounds which 
characterise the Chinese, is a good 
trait, We can conceive many a hot- 
headed polemic, learning very useful 
lessons from these despised Heathens, 
and going home a sadder and a wiser 
man, convinced that, to quote the old 
maxim, “the street would be clean, if 
every one swept the dirt from before 
their own door-step.” 





‘THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 
‘Avenicans devote the 5th of this 
month—Guy Fawke’s day—to their 
quadrennial duty of President-making, 
the result of which we shall probably lay 
bifore our readers in our next, It is a 
question on which Americans in China 
appear to be unanimous. They desire 
the reelection of the present incumbent, 
and are sanguine that the attempt to 
supplant him by an untried hand will 
be unsuccessful, 

Approving, on the whole, of the do- 
mestic and foreign policy of the admin 
istration, they are averse to a change. 
To some extent, their preference of 
Grant over Greeley is due to the con. 
vietion that American interests in East 
em Asia would not be promoted by the 
adoption here of the pseudo-humanitar. 
ian views which the New York Tribune 
promulgates from time to time. 

‘Western politics undoubtedly often 
exert an influence on the course of 
events in this empire, as regards its 
foreign relations. The fall of a minis- 
try in England, the subversion of a 
dynasty in France, have given direction 
to public affairs in China; and a change 
of administration at Washington has at 
least one effect in this country, an 
effect that all concur in deprecating, 
an entire change in the personnel of 
American representatives at Peking, 
and at the consular Ports. Such a 
change could not but be attended 
with great inconveniences to the in- 
terests of those countries which 
are well supplied with qualified 
interpreters, but to a country like the 
United States, which has hitherto failed 
to provide itself with these indispensa- 
bleaids, substituting therefor unattached 
missionaries or native linguists, the 
introduction into the legation and 
consulates of inexperienced men, must 
bedetrimental inthe extreme. This the 
Te-election of President Grant would 
avert; and the Republican party, the 
Party which sustains General Grant, 
professes to provide a remedy for the 
evil.“ CivilReform,” which they advo. 
cate, proposes the establishment of a 
Civil Service which shall retain, during 
Good behaviour, the large army of 
office-holders, a consummation most 
devoutly to be desired. 

President Grant's accession to power 
Was at a time when the public mind 
‘Was still under the delusion respecting 
China which the Burlingame Mission had 
ereated, and the gentleman to whom 


he committed the charge of the Peking 
Mission came out thoroughly inbued 
with the erroneous views regarding this 
country which then prevailed, yet the 
instructions which the President trans- 
mitted to Mr. Low in relation to that 
Minister's communications to Prince 
Kung regarding the Tientsin mas- 
sacre, showed that the situation at 
Peking was well understood by the 
Washington Cabinet. Mr. Low was 
distinctly informed that greater firm- 
ness and decision on his part would be 
duly appreciated by his Government. 

With regard to the attempted opening 
of Corea also, President Grant bas the 
merit of being in advance of public 
opinion; that was an undertaking which 
he would certainly have carried out had 
he been sustained. How a question of 
this kind would be treated were Mr. 
Greeley to attain the Presidency may be 
inferred from the general character of

bune, which, like the English school of 
positivists, would abandon all the con- 
salar ports in China, save Canton, 
and would thus place matters in about the 
same position that existed before the 
Treaty of Nanking. The misplaced 
philanthropy which inspires that class 
of thinkers would in the end be as 
inimical to civilization in China as to 
the foreign commerce of this empire. 
On this ground, if on no other, intelli. 
gence of the re-election of Grant will 
be gladly received in China. 

On the question of free-trade, a 
matter of interest to the world at large, 
we cannot discover that there is much 
difference between the two candidates. 
Grant is practically a protectionist 
Greeley is a theoretical and fanatical 
protectionist. Free-traders are found 
among the supporters of the General 
and the Editor, the subject of free-trade 
being at present in abeyance. As 
optimists, we shall neither be elated nor 
depressed by the result, whatever that 
may be. The worst that can happen is 
a few years of misgovernment, and as 
the millions of this country and the 
peoples of other countries seem capable 
of enduring a limitless amount of 
maladministration, we may suppose 
that, whatever Grant or Greeley may 
perchance be guilty of, will not be 
found insupportable. 








General would yearly pass six months at 
Tientsin, and six months at Paouting, and, 
ashe has already resided here this year 
over six months, we may consider that his 
Excellency on starting for the south of the 
province, a few days hence, leaves here 
also for Paouting.

Some ten days ago we heard a rumour 
in town, that the Imperial arms in tho 
province of Kansuh had lately met with 
reverses, while acting against the Mahom- 
edan rebels; and as the Central Govern- 
ce commanded Li Hung-chang 
spatch several regiments of his 
Southern Legion to Suchow 


—a cityand prefecture in the north-west 
end of the province of Kansuh, extendin, 
towards the desert of Gobi, and 5805 Ui, 
or 1935 English miles, distant from Tien- 
tsin—I am inclined to suppose there must 
be truth in the above mentioned rumour. 
His Excellency has, within the last week, 
despatched twenty-five regiments, or 12,500 
soldiers, not including officers of his 
Southern Legion, who were stationed 
around Tientsin, for Kansuh; and I also 
learn that twenty-five regiments of his 
Southern Legion from other parts of tho 
province have likewise received orders to 
proceed as soon as practicable to the same 
vince, About a year back a man named 
‘san Ko-tsing, a native of the Tientsin 
prefecture, was sent by the Central Go- 
yernment to Kanauh, to take command of 
part of the Imperial army acting againat 
the rebels; but it would appear he has 
not been able to effect anything important, 
owing, it is rumoured, principally to the 
soldiers—nearly all southern men—refusing 
to obey his orders, and to his not being 
able to get on cordially with Tso Chung- 
tang, the Governor-General of Kansuh an 
Shense. In any case, he has ceased to bo 
the commander-in-chief, and is returning to 
Tientsin. We now learn that a southern 
man named Suh, with Tang-le and two 
others as Lieut.-Generals, has been ap- 
pointed “commander‘in-chiel, Being 0 
southern manhe will, no doubt, got on bet- 
ter with the army, and also with theGover- 
nor-General ; and may be able to carry out 
with effect his instructions to suppress the 
rebellion.

Frém the Gazeite we take the 
following items of news. During a 
heavy gale on the 10th Oct., the large 
framework and scaffolding of the new 
Custom House, blew down with a great 
crash. The building is being erected from 
plans supplied to the Japanese by a 
Foreign Architect ; but the work is being 
carried on entirely under Japanese superin- 
tendence. From a receut arrival from 
Niigata, we learn that there are now only 
five European left there, three of whom 
are German merchants, and the other 
two French priests. By the last French 
Mail, five native priests left for Europe, 
with’ the object of studying the religion 
of the nations they visit. One week 
during last month the Railway receipts 
amounted to $5,954.62. The exports 
to the United Sates during the past 
three months are valued at $2,534,000. 
The Japanese Government have appro- 
priated two million of dollars for educa- 
tional purposes. Rumours have arrived of 
fa disturbatice amongst the settlers of the 
new capital of Yezo. The Mikado will 
be 22 years old on the 24th instant, ‘The 
Gas Company have been vigorously at 
work, putting down their mains, &¢. ‘The 
Japanese Authorities are having many 
legal forms—such as summonses, &., 
drawn up, under the direction of Mr. Hill, 
now legal adviser to the Kencho. The 
inhabitants of Kioto wish that foreign- 
ers may come and live and trade freely 
there, as at Yokohama, they having bene- 
fited ‘by the few who visited that place 
during the Inte Exhibition. It is as yet 
uncertain if permission be granted for 
them to do so or not. Our races will come 
off on the 30th and Sist Oct., and Ist Nov.

A violent whirlwind passed over this port 
on the 12th inst., nt midnight, when con- 
siderable damage was sustained throughout 
the place. ‘The vessels lying in the harbour 
dragged their anchors more or less, but 
only the Spanish bark Alejundro and the 
Spanish brigs Ceres and Rodrigo were driven 
upon the coast. ‘These crafts were got afloat 
some days after, and found undamaged. 
The typhoon commenced with hard 
winds, which increased till they became 
stormy ; at 54 a.m. bar. 748-10. “At 6 a.m, 
the wind shifted to the W.N.W. stormy, 
bar. 739-15. At 7 a.m, the wind shifted to 
the S.W., and from this moment the glass 
began torise. After blowing from the 8.8, 
E. and S.E., at one o'clock p.m. on the 
13th the wind stuck to that last direction, 
when the weather cleared, bar. 752-09. 
The schooner Genovera, arrived from Mas- 
bate, was sunk, and some of her crew were 
drowned. One of her masts can be seen 
above the water. A British brig, on enter- 
ing the roads on the 13th with a cargo 
of timber, stranded on the coast of Salinas, 
and was brought afloat on the 16th by the 
steamer Bulacan.—Daily Press.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 

Sept. 20th & 2ist.—An edict is issued in 
reference to a memorial from Li Hung- 
chang regarding the distress caused by the 
recent floods, and requesting a grant of 
tribute rice. “The heavy rains which fell 
in the metropolitan and’ neighbouring pre- 
fectures during the latter part of summer 
and the early part of autumn, so swelled 
the rivers that they burst their banks and 
flooded the surrounding country. The dis- 
tricts lying along the course of the Yung- 
ting and the Huto are inundated, the crops 
destroyed and the people driven from their 
homes. The Throne deeply commiserates 











the distress of the people, and orders th® 
appropriation of 105,000 piculs of rice fot 
tribution among them, ‘Trustworthy 
ofticials must be appointed to assist the 
local authorities in dispensing this bounty 
according to the needs of each place, and 
the utmost care must be taken to secure 
just distribution, so that every sufferer 
‘may obtain relief. 
22nd.—Imperial edict. A short time ago 
Peng Yitlin, a vice-president of the Bord 
cof War, was sent to inspect the Yangtex 
fleet, with powers to make such reforms as 
he might deem necessary. He has already 
reported several officers on various charges, 
He finds that the indolence and general 
neglect of duty which, chatacteriz the 
oflicers of the fleet, are vices of long stand. 
ing, which have become gradually worse 
and worse. ‘The fleet has also copied from 
the army, the mischievous habit of giving 
feasts and entertainments, the expenses of 
which are defrayed by arate levied on the 
pay (of officers and men.) The high oft 
must exert themselves to put down such 
abuses wherever they exist, and offect a 
reform in their respective forces, 
23rd.—An edict is issued granting por. 
mission to Hwang Yi-sheng, admiral of 
the Yangtsz Fleet, to retire from office on 
account of ill-health, occasioned by his 
wounds, He is severely censured for the 
negligent way in which ho has discharged 
his duties, but is pardoned in consideration 
of his former services against the rebels, 
and allowed to retire. 
24th,—Imperial edict. Chinshun_on 
being appointed military governor of U! 
sutai started with his troops from Ninghsia 
in Kansu to assume charge of his now 
post ; but instead of continuing his joumey, 
stopped at Paotow in Shansi, Edict after 
edict was issued urging him to press for. 
ward without delay. Having failed to 
obey these orders he requested to be handed 
over to the Board for punishment ; he also 
requested permission to proceed with hi 
regiment to Kanliang in Kansu, to operate 
against the rebels in that place. Tho 
Throne in its clemency overlooked his 
shortcomings and granted hi 
to Kanliang, he having pro 
view to make some amends for pi 
But although several months ha 
he is still quietly esconced at Ninghsia, 
where he evidently intends to enjoy him- 
self for a time, and says nothing about 
going to Kanliang. He is thereforo do- 
rived of the governorship of Uliasutai and 
Randed over to the Board tobe dealt with 
He is also ordered to proceed westward 
(to Kanliang) without delay, and warned 
that further dilatoriness ‘will leave the 
Government no resource but to proceed 
against him with all the severity of the 
law. He cannot say he was not cautioned 
beforehand. ae 
(2) Chang-shun is appointed acting Mili- 
tary governor of Uliasutai, and Toyunpa 
tsan-tsan of Cobdo, in his place. They 
aro ordered to proceed to their respective 
posts without delay. 
25th—80th.- At the request of _ the 
Metropolitan prefect, an edict is issued 
granting 800 piculs of millet to the Puchi- 
tang Charity (in Peking) for distribution 
among the poor, whose sufferings aro very 
it in consequence of the recent floods. 
(2) Another edict is issued granting 
20,000 picnls of rice (in addition to the 
60,000 “piculs already distributed) and 














































































60,000 taels for distribution among the 
sufferers by tho floods in the metropolitan 
prefecture. 


(8) Li Hung-chang, viceroy of Chihli, is 
ordered to select from among the prefects 
of that province the one best fitted to 
ccoupy the important post of prefect of 
Paoting. 

IMPERIAL MANDATE. 
ASSUMPTION OF REINS OF GOVERNMENT 3Y 
‘THE PMPEROR. 

Oct. 22nd.—We (the Emperor) have re- 
ceived from their Imperial Majestios, the 
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Empresses Tsz-an and Ts7-hsi, the follow- 
ing edict :— 
"rhe Emperor having ascended the Throne 
while yet a child, and at atime when the 
empire was in a very disturbed state, and 
it being impossible for the princes and 
high officials to act without a supreme au- 
thority to which they might appeal: We 
yielded to the solicitations of the Ministers 
Bf State to act as Regents pro tem, notifying 
‘at the same time that the reins of govern- 
mont would be handed over to the Em- 
ror as soon as he completed his 
Zdueation. For the past eleven years 
wre have striven, early and late, with much 
fear and trembling, to discharge the duties 











‘consult for a moment our own ease or com- 
fort. But the Emperor having made great 
progress in his studies, and being now in 
the prime of life, ought to assume the 
government of the empire, and in conjunc- 
tion with his Ministers, Court and Provin- 
cial, strive so to rule as tc terminate 
the’ troubles which afflict the State, 
and thus discharge the sacred trust handed 
down to him by His late Majesty, Hie 
feng. We therefore command the As 
nomical Board to select a propitious day in 
the lst moon of next year, on which His 
Majesty may assume the reins of govern- 
ment. We also command the Grand Coun- 
cil and Grand Secretaries, in concert with 
the heads of the Six Boards and Nine 
Courts, to carefully and reverently deter- 
mine the ceremonies to be observed on the 
oceasion, and also the cases in which the 
old state of things should be reverted to, 
and report to the Throne. Respect this. 
‘Wo have received the following edi 
from their Majesties the Empresses ‘'sz-an 
and Toz-hai. : 
This day we have issued a decree direct- 
ing the Astronomical Board to select a 
lucky day in the Ist moon of next year, 
on which His Majesty the Emperor may 
assume the personal government of the 
Eupire ; aud considering the august nature 
of the great sacrifices offered at the * Altars 
and Temples, we deem it most necessary 
that the Emperor should perform them in 
his own person, in order to impart to them 
appropriate solemnity, and to show his 
reverence and sincerity. We therefore 
command that the great sacrifice 
Altar of Heaven, at the wintor sols 
the present year, be offered by His Majesty 
in person, for the first time; and we 
direot the several Boards, reverently and 
diligently, to make preparation for the 
coming ceremony. Respect this.

‘THE ANTIQUITY OF THE CHINESE, 
um, 

Taking the date of the Deluge to be 
B.C, 2038, the commencement of the dis- 
persion of mankind from Babel, which 
took place 630 years afterwards, dates 
from B.C. 2908 ; 80 that the corruption of 
both the history and simple ritual of 
Patriarchism, which must necessarily and 
according to’all analogy have taken place 
by degrees, and must have been slowly 
and step by step brought to a climax, (in 
order to avoid shocking by too much’ pre- 
itation what would be regarded as the 
Prejudices of the time), had ample time to 
attain completion during the years which 
elapsed from the death of Noah and his 
sous to this era, 

‘The postdiluvians were well aware that 
all things were originally produced from 
chaos ; that this chaos was a vast expause 
of water; and, that as the waters grad- 
wally subsided, the- antediluvian world 
same into existence, being arranged by 

ivine power. ‘The first thing called forth 
from this chaos was Light, which was 
Preceded by o universal darkness which 















covered the whole mass of previously 
created matter ; and hence the Buyptians 
deified the mus araneus, which is blind, 
because they knew that darkness was older 
than light. The next portion of the world 
which apy od was the Firmament ; 
afterwards the Earth became fully devel- 
oped, and 4, herbs, trees, sun, moon, 
stars, fish, birds and beasts, were all called 
into existence. Such was the simple 
history of the creation of the world, which 
was doubtless well-known both to the 
antediluvians and to the early inhabitants 
of the postdiluvian world. 

But, there arose, shortly after the Flood, 
some individuals who, being ‘wise in 
their own imaginations,” grafted certain 
speculations of their own upon this his- 
tory ; and the first step in error seems to 
have been the adoption of the theory of a 
succession of worlds. As Noah’s descend- 
ants knew that the previous world came 
out of a vast chaos of waters, and that in 
the tenth generation afterwards, that 
world was destroyed by a deluge in con- 
sequence of the degeneracy of mankind ; 
these theorists, with some plausibility, 
pronounced that judgment to be a return 
to chaos, after which the world was again 
arranged as before. Hence they drew the 
inference that such a destruction and 
renovation of the whole world would take 

lace periodically ; and in this speculation, 
the faith of their sterity was doubtless 
confirmed by the destruction of the cities 
of Sodom and Gomorrha by a deluge of 
fire in precisely the tenth generation from 
Noah. Thus the first step in error was 
the confounding chaos and the delugetogether, 
in consequence of the theory of periodical 
destructions ‘and renovations of the world ; 
and this confusion is traceable in pagan 
writings from ancient Britain round to 
China ; e.gr. the{Cosmogony of Hesiod, &c. 

From. this error followed, as a matter of 
course, the theory of the eternity of matter; 
that is to say, its deification ; for, what- 
ever is eternal must be a god. ‘The endless 
succession of worlds, necessarily implied 
the eternity of the matter from which each 
new .one was formed ; and hence we find 
that “ex nikilo nihil fit” is a fundamental 
doctrine in-every pagan system throughout 
the world. Form is constantly changing, 
but Matter itself is indestructible and 
eternal. Moses, who was “learned in all 
the wisdom of the Egyptians,” knew that 
this was one of the fundamental tenets of 

anism, and wrote the first verse in the 

k of Genesis in order to correct so se- 
rious an error. The full force of the 
Hebrew, however, is unfortunately lost 
both in our English translation, and in the 
Chinese Bible. In the latter translation 
this defect is most serious ; for, in conse- 
quence of the omission, the eternity and 
therefore deification of the $e (Air the 
primary Matter) passes unchallenged. 

A further step downwards from truth 
was now taken by the ‘‘ wise” men of the 
postdiluvian world. They all knew that 
the First Man, Adam, came forth from 
‘Chaos ; and that amongst his children were 
three prominent sons, remarkable charac- 
ters in Antediluvian history. This First 
‘Man with his three sons, or in the mys- 
tical language of paganism his “ triplica- 
tion,” appeared on the mount of Eden as 
tho'waters of Chaos subsided. He dwelt 
securely amongst the brute creation ; he 
taught men agriculture &c., he was the 
first sacrificer on e Mountain ; and he was 
the first universal sovereign ‘and sage of 
mankind, who were all his descendants, and 
of whom he was consequently the Great 
Ancestor. It was also well known that 
Noah was the First Man who appeared 
after the Deluge ; that he also came forth 
with exactly three sons, his “triplication ;” 
that he appeared on mount Ararat, which 
is situated in precisely the same locality as 
the mount of Eden ; that he dwelt securely 
amongst the brute creation ; taught men 
agriculture &c.; was the first sacrificer 


























on a mountain, after the Deluge ; and was 
the first and universal sovereign and 

of the new world, which was peopled by 
his descendants, who consequently regarded. 
him as their Great Ancestor. As these 
points of similarity were well known, 
together with others equally striking; and 
as the endless succession of worlds was 
already received as an. undoubted truth, 
it followed as a natural consequence in the 
estimation of these sdvants that Noah and 
his family were but a reappearance of 
Adam and his family, and consequently 
the character of each of these Patriarchs 
was henceforth given to the ‘First Man” 
as he is generally called. This First Man 
of paganism, therefore, is Noah as a reap- 
pearance of Adam, and hence in all heathen. 
writings we find him connected with 
legends of the Earth and Paradise on the 
one hand, and of the Ark and the Deluge 
on the other. 

‘As the succession of worlds is endless, 
and as they are all similar worlds, the 
same “First Man” appears at the begin- 
ning of each, and is therefore eternal; that 
is to say, he is deified, being clothed in one 
of the most essential attributes of Deity. 
Henceforth, therefore, he was regarded as 
the chief Demon-god of the system now 
advancing towards completion. Henco we 
always find that this First Man, who is the 
chief_god of every pagan system in the 
world, his worship having been carried to 
each settlement on the dispersion, bears 
the characteristics both of Adam and of 
Noah; as he comes out of Chaos ho is 
‘Adam; but as Chaos is also the Deluge he 
is Noah ; and he makes his appearance ac~ 
companied by his wife and six children, 
three sons and three daughters: . gr. 
Cronus and the Cabiri; and Chinese ken 
or Heaven (yih-king sec. iv. p. 4.) &e., &e. 
‘Thus Patriarchism, perverted, is the origin 
of the mystical Triplications and Ogdoat 
of Paganism ; Sacred Trees, the transcripts 
of the wonderful tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil ; the temptation by a.serpent ; 
the new birth through the waters of a 
Deluge as in the Eleusinian mysteries, &c. ; 
to which are added in most accounts of 
this First Man, some of the characteristics 
of the promised Messiah revealed by God 
Himself to Adam and his posterity. It is 
not to be wondered at therefore, that there 
should be so striking a similarity betweon 
the history of thi pagan god, or First Man 
deified, the Great Father of pagandom, 
and that of the promised Saviour of the 
world, Christianity and Heathenism come 
from precisely the same source, viz., Pat- 
riarchism, Christianity is Patriarcbism 
brought to perfection under the fostering 
care of Revelation ; while heathonism is 
Patriarchism perverted by Nimrod and his 
Cushite followers, and carried in this'cor- 
rupted state to the most distant settlements 
of the one family of mankind after their 
dispersion at Babel. It is _prcisoly what 
we should expect to find ; that when two 
things strikingly resomble a third, they 
should also strikingly resemble one another, 
‘and thus, even the heathen bear strong 
testimony, although unwillingly, to the 
truth of the Mosaic narrative of the crea- 
tion and the deluge. In fact the proofs 
of the truth of the Bible in these and 
many other points, are to be found in the 
writings of the Heathen themselves. 

Thus the savants of that early age, in 
pursuit of science apart from Revelation, 
ended at last in utter Heathenism ; fully 
earning their title to the character given 
them by the Apostles, viz., “ professing 
themselves to be wise, they become fools. 
‘Such was the fatal termination of the spe- 
culations of this most ancient ‘‘school of 
thought.” 

‘From the preceding statements it seems 
plain that in pursuing the enquiry into the 
antiquity of the Chinese asa nation, we 
shall be very much assisted if we can dis- 
cover any traces of the Deluge in their clas- 
sical writings. ‘Twos, McCzatcaie.

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CONFUCIUS AND CHOO-TSZE. 


To the Editor of the 
Nozri-Curva Heratp. 


Dear Sir,—Mr. Edkins, in the com- 
mencement of his letter which appeared on 
the: 31st inst., indulges, as is customary 
with him, in’ several paragraphs of de- 
clamation’ about Choo-tse and his school 
&e., which are utterly useless and irrele- 
vant, and contain statements which are mere 
assertions without proof. His translation 


of, and comment upon $f PY , 


as well as his translation of a passage in 
Choo-tsze’s works lower down, are incorrect. 
Mr. E. ought to know, that the 3% 
is twofold, partly good and partly evil. The 
question, however, is the orthodoxy or 
Reterodoxy of Choo-tsze ; and Mr. E. thinks 
he has fortunately discovered one point at 
all events on which Choo-tsze is even more 
orthodox (1 suppose he means in a Chris- 
tian point of view) than Confucius ; but if 
‘Mr. E. will take the trouble to read Choo- 
tsze’s chapter on the Yin and Yang, he will 
find that that philosopher is just a3 deep in 
the mire on that point as Confucius himself, 
Really Mr. E. seems to have a very strong 
dias towards misrepresentation. He mis- 
represeuts my plain statements, he makes 
me say things which I never asserted any- 
‘where, and then he refutes my supposed as- 
sertions much to his own satisfaction. I 
need not add that such shifts as these are 
wholly unworthy of a candid critic, But 
Mr. E. misrepresents Choo-tsze right and 
left, and when proved to be in the wrong, 
ho merely replies that he has “lost the 
volume ” of that Philosopher’s works which 
contains an entire section on the subject he 
writes to criticise! It appears to be not 
the slightest matter whether he has Choo- 
tsze’s statements on any particular doctrine 
before him or not ; he denounces the un- 
fortunate philosopher all thesame. Mr. E. 
tells us with great naiveté in hisformerletter, 
that when the Chinese say to him that such 
and such doctrines are to be found in the 
Yih-king, he replies, ‘So, say I, we may 











find there anything we like,” “Just so ; and 
must say that Mr. E. fully acts up to this 
principle, Certainly after the specimens 





of his power in this respect which he has 
already given in dealing with Choo-tsze, 
the Yih-king, and myself, I should consider 
that I was guilty of the greatest’ presump- 
tion, if I ventured to dispute lity to 
perform what he professes to do. 

‘Mr. E. says that the ‘Mind of Heaven 
and Earti the Fuh Diagram does 
not ‘mean the ruling mind? at all.” He 
considers. some proof of this discovery 
necessary ; and where does he go to find 
out the correct meaning of this passage in 
tho Fih-king? Actually to the ‘heterc- 
dox” Choo-tszo! But, a till more 
astonishing fact, is, ‘that this very 
‘Mind, the“ Honourable Sovereign Mind” 
of Heaven and Earth is the very T’éen or 
Shang-te, for denying whose supposed per- 
sonality ‘he vehemently denounces Choo- 
tsze! “He charges Choo-tsze with “ mi: 
representing tho ancient doctrine” with 
Yegard to this very being; and utterly un- 
conscious of his blunder, he actually goes 
to that Philosopher for his opinion about 
this Mind, and positively declares that 
Choo-tsze means” by it what it means 
in the Yih-king,” a classic which he says is 
the very essence of ancient thought and 
the combined work of the most venerated 
sages”! Surely inconsistency cannot go 
further than this! Let us see then what 
Choo-tsze says about this Mind of Heaven 
and Earth, “Mr. E, quotes a sentence from 
the 29th Chapter (Fuh kwa) to the effect, 
as he translates it, that ‘the tendency or 
proper work of heaven and earth is to im- 
part life.” What in the world does “a 
tendency” to impart life mean? And if 
Heaven and Earth have no life, no 
foul; how can they impart what 'the 
have-not got? Now in Ohoo-tazo's 49th 




















Chapter, p. 23, we have an import. 
ant sentence, preceding the one quoted 
above by Mr. E., viz., “Mind is just the 
place of the Ruling Power, hence, it is said, 
the tendency” (2) &e. A direct’ contradic- 
tion to Mr. E.’s gloss. Only a few lines 
before this passage which I have quoted, 
Choo-tsze says of Heaven and Earth, “If 
they do not really exercise Mind, then as- 
suredly oxen would produce horses, and 
peach trees would send forth plum’ blos- 
soms ;” and in the preceding paragraph he 
further says, ‘Mind is certainly the Ruling 
Power, but that which constitutes him the 


Ruling Power is Fute” ($M). Here then 
is precisely the doctrine of the Stoics. 
1, Fate ; 2, Mind, or 2°éen or Shangte, the 
Bemiurge; 3, Heaven and Earth, or the 
world, his body, which he animates and 
rules ‘as the Mind does the body in man.” 
‘Thus then is Mr. E.’s T én, which without 
a particle of proof, he insists is a personal 
being, shown to be a mere Mind or Soul 
by the very authority to whom ho himself 
appeals, and whose view on this point he 
declares to be that of ‘the Yil-king, the very 
essence of ancient thought and the com 
bined work of the most. venerated sages.” 
Let Mr. E. then in future refrain from 
making those unfounded statements which 
we have ad nauseum about a personal T’éen 
being known to the ancients ; and Choo- 
tsze founding a school materially different 
from Confucius ; for, there is not a scin- 
tilla of proof in favour of either of those 
assertions, Mr. E. ought to try and acquire 
a more accurate knowledge about his 
Ten, wo that he may at least be able 
to recognise him when he meets him in 
the classics. In the very first Article 
which [wrote on thissubject, and which 
appeared in the London Royal Asiatic 
Journal for 1854, I quoted the words of 
Choo-foo-tsze himself, to prove that he did 
not hold @ personal’ Ruler; both in the 
articles on Cosmogony. in the Cycle, to 
which Mr. E. alludes, and also in’ the 
Sinensis paperson Myttology in the Chines 
Recorder, I have maintained the same 
thing: what therefore Mr. E. means by 
hia misrepresentation of my views on that 
point I cannot understand. 

The Inst point which requires notice is 
contained in the following reckless passage. 
Mr. E. says about his 2'éen’s wife (Empress 
Earth) and six children, that “of course 
such a grotesque notion is not to be .found 
in any Chinese text of authority, ancient 
or modern.” Mr. E. will find this state. 
ment in ‘the Yih-Ling, the very essence of 
ancient thought,” &c., and his model of 
orthodoxy, Confucius, makes it. (See sec. 
iv p. 4). And that there cau be no doubt 
that the K‘éen or Heaven here spoken of 
is his own T'ten in whose aupposedper- 
sonality he 80 much rejoices, I refer him 
to no less an authority than Dr. Medhurst, 
who states correctly that “BY K‘een” is 
one of the names by which “Heaven or 
the Divinity is known to the Chinese.” 
Chin, Rep. Vol. xvii. 680. If Mr. E. will 
turn to the Chinese Recorder for April 
1871, he will find my translation of the 
entire passage, aud proofs that this famil 
Of eight, or the Ogdaod of the highest 
Numen of pagandom, the animated world, 
is well known in pagan systems ; one most 
ig proof that these systems have @ 
common source, What Mr. E. is endea- 
vouring to prove from Philology, I think 
can also be proved from Mythology. I 
shall conclude this letter by citing Dr. 
‘Medhurst’s just eulogium on Choo-teze for 
Mr. E.’s consideration; that respected 
author says : 

© Choo-foo-tsze, the learned commenta- 
tor on the Four Booke, and the elucidator 
of the Five Classics, who by fixing the sense 
of the standard writings of the Chinese, 
has created as it were the mind of China, 
and established a system from which all 
subsequent writers have borrowed, and 
according to which all modern essayists 
must be conformed, or they cannot succeed 




































at the literary examinations, through which 
alone distinction and power can be attained, 
The opinions of Choo-foo-tsze, therefore, 
constitute the orthodoxy of China, and all 
who differ from him are heterodox, inso- 
much that some modern writers, who have 
dared to dissent from his views, have not 
only failed in obtaining office, but have 
also been prevented, through fear of perse- 
cution, from publishing their lucubrations.”

The first day of the Races has happily 
realised the utmost expectations of those 
who anticipated that the Meeting combined 
many elements which should tend to make 
it peculiarly successful. The weather— 
which unfortunately the Committee cannot 
arrange as they do other matters, else, as 
those other matters are, it would’ be 
perfect—was characterised by the some- 
what lowering appearance which has 
prevailed during the whole week, and 
we can only be thankful that it refrained 
from raining, for both the clonds and 
the barometer seemed in an uncertain 
mood. It was on the whole good racing 
weather ; too sombre for a gala occasion, 
but of a temperature which suited well 
the hard work to be gone through, 
We have very little doubt also that it 
had a happy influence on those alternately 
stubbora and impatient —quadrupeds, 
China ponies, for the starts were effected 
with much less trouble than is sometimes 
the case, and consequently punctuality was 
observed and an early finish the result, 
‘The Course was in fine order, and the time 
compares favourably in most instances, in 
some is even superior, to that made at any 
former Meeting. ‘The sport was admirable; 
the course of events was generally in accord- 
ance with popular expectation, and the in- 
ference is that the racing was sound. Tho 
firat two events were splendidly contested, 
but the Maidens proved rather an easy vi 
tory for Sir Launcelot, Similarly the Touta 
Cup was an easy certainty for Snowdrift, 
while the two next races wore only settled 
after a tough struggle. 

We have, however, devoted ourselves #0 
far only to the turf; we must now como 
outside the course and notice how the 
foreign and native communities were re- 
presented. Never was a Meeting more 
favoured. Even at the early hour the 
races commenced the arrivals were numet- 
ous, and by one o'clock the Grand 
Stand was occupied by the beauty and 
fashion of Shanghai to twice the extent 
we have had the pleasure of noticing for 
many seasons, and very gay did this centro 
of assembled’ spectators look. ‘The gen 
Hlemen in the Grand Stand enclosure were 
in increasing multitude, and among them 
were many officers from the ships of 
war in port at present. All available 
parts of the compound were occupied by 
well-appointed vehicles, and many of these 
were, besides, sent home, for greater safety. 
We are happy to say that no mishaps 
occurred. The concourse of Chinese vas long 
and deep ; and the excited plaudits which 
were given vent to must have followed the 
race round almost from start to finish. 
Diversions’seemed to be going on among 
the crowd’on the roadway which had 3 
smack of the revelry of Epsom about them. 
A few tars had got up in fantastic rig 38 
Ethiopians, and rode up and down, to the

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‘The Band of the Iron Duke, which came 
‘on the ground about one o’elock, contri 
buted much to the pleasure of the after- 
noon.

‘No pony ever justified the expectations 
of his backers more thoroughly or satis- 
factorily than did Snowdrift in the Toutai 
Cup. He stood alone as favourite ; with 
‘one accerd the prophets placed him first, 
and he did not belie their selection. The 
field was taken even against him for a 
time, but $ to 2 was more generally con- 
ceded to induce betting. 

As it was a long race, slight acconnt was 
aid on the earlier places made, but itis 
noteworthy that Snowdrift did in the pre- 
sent case exactly what Sir Launeclot did in 
the previous one, only rather more so. 
Getting off with the lead he held it quietly, 
while Fléhe and Nous Verrons did their 








best to keep up with him. Coroner held 
a very inferior position on the first round, 
and did not exert himself till later on in 
the race. Past the Stand the first time, 
Snovedrijtled, Mr. Waller riding easy, Fléche 
close at hand and New Tiger and Appollyon 
making third and fourth. Coroner now 
began ‘to pick up, however, and soon dis- 
placed all in advance of him except the 
flying Snowdrift. It seemed to become a 
question as they came to Probst’s Corner 
for the second time, whether he would not 
oust the favourite altogether, but as they 
rode past the monument, it was apparent 
that Coroner required urging, while Snow- 
drift’s jockey was, if anything, trying 
to freeze him down. Up the straight it 
proved to be Snowdrift’s race in a walk, and 
he went in as he liked ; Coroner was the only 
opponent, and he could secure but a dis- 
tant second place ; while Sleepy Hollow, who 
had come up as they passed the monument, 
made third, and Apollyon fourth.

TheSteeplechase caused arush to the roof 
of the Grand Stand, from which such races 
can best be seen, and which on the present 
occasion was crowded. The facility with 
which the day's proceedings progressed 
brought the last race on atan exceptionally 
early hour, and consequently all the ladies, 
‘as well as other spectators, remained to 
witness it, 

There was a field of good ponies, of 
which Climax was the most decided 
favourite. Phantom got first over the 
hurdle after the start, ard here Ka- 
Bibonokka went. down,” but was soon 
picked up again. Climax led to the 
second hurdle, where Blue Bell headed 
Phantom and Gascon dropped. Blue Bell 
imitated this manoeuvre at the next, and 
appeared to have rolled on his rider.

Secon Day, 


Saturday, 2nd November, 1872. 


The second day’s races if anything sur- 
assed those of the previous day, in bi 
it weather, excellent running, and gene- 
ral interest. The “water-bearer” had at last 
decided to leave Shanghai alone for the 
present, and take his wet blankets of cloud 
to some less favoured spot. ‘The afternoon 
was comparatively sunny and genial, and 
the mustering of impatient ponies’ and 
mingling of the striking colours of the 
jockeys at successive starts was pleasant, 
While the running was no less enjoyable. 
There was, however, a slight falling off 
from the multitudes which had assembled 
on Friday, more particularly around the 
Course ; but in the Grand Stand, there was 
no abatement of the gay throng. ‘The 
neighboring Bellevue Stand was also well 
filled, and betting of the milder sort was 
more general all over. 

‘The turf was in splendid order, and the 
ponies sped over it at a rate which in some 
‘eases has never been equalled before in 
China, and only under similarly favourable 
auspices may be expected to do so hereafter. 
‘The victories of Almeric, Nous Verrons and 
Coroner created much interest.

After the third race, H. E., who 
expressed his cordial interest in the sport 
joined the party in the tiin room, and lef 
‘about 2.30. We have much pleasure in sta- 
‘ting what we believe to be the unanimous 
opinion of racing men and the public, that 
the arrangements generally at this Meeting 
reflect every credit on the Stewards, 
Clerk of the Course, snd Secretary.

Among the winners, Snowdrift’s chances 
for the Champion Sweepstakes were ac- 
cepted as a certainty which, as it appeared, 
nothing could alter.

The return Match S. ©. C. 2. Royal 
Navy was begun on Tuesday, but had only 
proceeded so far as the termination of the 
first innings when the falling shades of 
evening brought the game toa close. The 
RN, wont first to bat, and oue or two of 





their men gave the field « lively time of 
it. In one instance 41 was run up by a 
succession of big hits; in another 29, in a 
third 28, and ina fourth 18, but these 
men disposed of, chiefly by being caught 
out, the remainder went more rapidly, till 
the tenth wicket fell for 130. The bowling 
of the Shanghai men was on the wicket, 
and wides ure creditably rare, but the con- 
dition of the ground gave the balls a ten- 
dency to rise, and the pitch seemed to suit 
the batter. The fielding was passable. The 
S.C.C. were not very fortunate at the 
outset of their innings, four wickets fall- 
ing for some 25 runs; but Tobin and 
Manson getting together, turned the for- 
tune of the day, and brought the score up 
to a respectable figare before they left the 
wicket. Fair average play, added to the 
grand coups of the innings, made it up to 
‘@ total of 132—only two runs more than. 
that of the Navy. ‘The bowling for the 
Navy was much on a par with that of the 
Club, but on this first day their fielding 
betrayed some laxity—owing, no doubt, to 
the want of practice which want of oppor- 
tunity rendered inevitable. 

‘The day was fine, but the sun’s rays 
were rather powerful, while no sooner had 
the luminary set than there was an imme- 
diate transition from unseasonable warmth 
to the coldness of ‘‘chill November.” 
There was numerous attendance of spec- 
tators,—Ladies, Onptain ‘Arthur and many: 
of the officers of the ron Duke and other 
ships, and civilians, whose interest was in 
the afternoon divided between watching 
the progress of the game and of the races, 
The Band of the Iron Duke discoursed 
music at intervals, to the gratification 
of audiences at both the Cricket Ground 
and the Giand Stand. 

"The match was resumed on Wednesday, 
but owing to the non-arrival of several 
members of the Shanghai Eleven, it was 
nearly twelve o'clock befure Poé and Car- 
penter, the two “not oats” of the previous 
evening, faced the bowling uf Souper and 
Hickling. Even at this late hour, Shang- 
hai were not able to muster their fall 
strength, and were indebted to the courtes 
of their opponents, who sent out sul 
tates to field. for the missing ones, all 
through the innings. Steady play’ was 
compelled by the straightness of the bowl- 
ing, the fielding too being close, and nothing 
of note occurred till Poé, letting out at an 
over-pitehed one of Hickling’s, drove it hot 
and hard to Souper at long off, who held it 
well, Miller followed, and with Carpenter 
stayed long and geve the field plenty of 
leather hunting, but Souper yot one past 
his bat, and he had to retire aiter putting 
together 22 by good play. Curpenter was 
now partnered by Digby, and another stand 
was made, the ueweomer hitting freely, a 
very hot one being pluckily stopped by 
Bone, fielding substituta at short leg, the 
catch so well attempted nearly coming off. 
‘A chance given about this time by Car- 
penter was not accepted, owing to a mis- 
understanding between ‘point and cover 
point, and runs followed in rapid succession, 
but at last Hickling clean bowled Car- 
penter with ahead ball. The retirin; ‘bats- 
‘man went in first and was fifth out, his 24 
peing made by steady and correct phy, 
and he was heartily applanded both by 
the field and the spectators un his return 
to the pavilion. Read put together nine 
and was bowled by Souper ; Hodgson and. 
Marshall were run out the’ two following 
balls, and Lambart stayed while Digby hit, 
alofty on drive by this geutleman bringing 
out around of applause. But the end was 
cluse at hand, Souper bowling first Lam- 
bart and then Digby, who had put together 
‘32 by free and hard hitting all round. 
His score was made up of two fives, three 
threes, four twos &e. For Shanghai, Souper 
maintained his reputation, and Hickling 
proved himself to be very difficult 
bowler to play on hard ground. Souper, as 
long off, stopped several hard hits, and 
saved many runs thereby. 
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Shanghai then sent Hearn and Grei; 
the wickets, 112 runs being require? to 
win. Hearn did not stop long, as going out 
of his ground to one from Miller, he was 
smartly stumped by Carpenter. Grieg and 
‘Wells then made a short stand, the former 
hitting away freely and well, two drives 
for four from two successive balls, bringing 
out hearty cheers. Wells was soon after 
caught at slip (a very good catch), and 
Souper who followed, rushed one, which was 
secured by Pod, and affairs began to look 
black for Shanghai, more especially when 
the substitute on whose well-known batting 
powers great hopes were based, unluckily 
skyed one which Poé declined to drop. 
Manson followed, and then Greig, who had 

layed well and hit hard, was clean bowled 
by Marahall. His twenty-four, were ‘pat 
together ingoodstyleand without a chance. 
Five wickets down and only 51 runs was 
indeed gloomy prospect for Shanghai, 
but Manson and Forbes were equal to 
the occasion, aud completely collared the 
bowling and pulled the match out, of the 
fire. A four from the former, quickly fol- 
lowed by a big on drive for five, and a 
hard and clean leg hit from Forbes for 
five, revived the hopes of their side; 
dut'at last Pos bowled Manson for 20, put 
together by one five, two fours, two twos &. 
Hickling joined Forbes, who all through 
his innings played steadily, his style being 
much admired. Hickling soon got to work 
and proved an obstinate bat, and so carefully 
did Loth play that the match was won with- 
out the fall of another wicket. After a 
very exciting finish, Shanghai were the vic- 
tors by three wickets. ‘The weather durin, 
both. days ‘was all that could be desired, 
and the match was universally to be 
the pleasantest played this season.

‘This action arose out of a summons taken 
out by Mr. Wheeler to recover £19.4, being 
certain sums deposited by him with the plain- 
tiff under an agreement between them. On 
the 27th Sept... when the summons came 
on for hearing, Mr. Wainewright, representing 
‘Mr. Sayle, applied for an adjourament in order 
to enable him to institute a cross-action against 
Mr. Wheeler arising out of the same facts and 
under the same contract that the latter sued on, 
and the application was granted. The defendant 
to the summons'thereupon instituted his suit 
against the plaintiff (the Ist action above cited) 
and claimed £100 as the sum agreed between 
them as liquidated in case of the 
defendant breaking the contract, and £65 
money spent by the plaintiff on his account 
‘and repayable under the same conditions, but 
admitting having received on account of it 
£19.4, reduced that item to £45.16. 

‘Mr. Warxzwnionr said the case arose ont of 
‘a contract made under an agreement dated 7th 
July 1871, toa few passages in which he would 
call his Honour’s attention. ‘The agreement was 
Detween the plaintiff (Mr. Sayle) and Mr. W. 
J. Sterry on the oue hand, and the defendant on 
the other ; and by itthe latter agreed to enter 
the service of the former for a term of four 
years commencing with the date of his ap- 
earance at the place of business in Shanghai, 
‘where he was to act as an assistant. Clause 
2provided that defendantshouldnot absent hins- 
self without leave ; and clause 3, that he should 
not within 14 years after the termination of 
the agreement, enter into business on 
account or serve in any establishment similar to 
the plaints in or within ve mules of Hong. 
Kong or Shanghai. By clause 4, the plainti 
was to retain out of defendant's’ salary 3us. a 
month towards repaying £60 advanced for de- 
fendant’s passage, and £5 for personal expenses, 
but this was tobe refunded to defendant at the 
end of the 4th year, with interest, if he 
fulfilled his agreement, but he forfeited it if he 
did not. In clause 3, it was also provided 
that if defendant went business in 
contravention of the agreement, he should 
pay £100 and an anuuity of’ the same

Fie Howovk | thought that both sides sued 


upon the covenants of the agreement, irres. 
pective of any penalty. 

‘Mr. Watnewktour said that the right to 
sue for the balance was not the right to re- 
cover damages or penalty, but money which 
hhad been advanced, the’ purpose of which 
had failed through defendant’s act. They did 
not sue for the full amount of £60, but for a 
balance of £45.16, which was the amount re- 
maining unrefunded when defendant left, 
As to the claim under the 3rd clause, the 
agreement provided that if plaintiff broke 
his engagement and entered the service of 
another firm, he was to forfeit £100 as liqui- 
dated damages, and an annual sum of £100, 

yable monthly, so long as he continued to 

reak the clause. Defendant by his answer 
alleged that this was an unreasonable and 
illegal restraint of trade, and therefore null 
and void. On this point there were auy 
number of cases he might refer his Honour to. 
Defendant was here boarded and lodged, and 
{got ample consideration for such an agree- 
ment, As to it being a restraint on trade, it 
had been decided in numerous cases that where 
person entered into a partnership or clerk- 
ship in a particular business, he might be re- 
strained from entering into business of a 
similar kind within certain limits. ‘The lean 














Counsel here quoted several authoriti 
In the present case the restriction was 
not 


unreasonable; Shanghai and Hong- 
places where it would be 
nter into business 
nt to some other, but 
a fivermile limit practically put him outside 
them, and there could beno restriction under 
‘the circumstances more reasonable than this 
either as to distance or time. It was reas 
able that a qualified assistant in a large ho 
of business, and at the head of department, 
might do an amount of damage by going over to 
& competing firm ; and it was absolutely necess. 
ary that irmsshould beprotected when they took. 
out clerks and others at great expense if theso 
chose to turn round aud bres 
ments, He would not trouble the 
tuoting cases on restraint of trade, of whi 
ere many, but would merely add that plai 
tiff brought this action with considerable re- 
uctance, The defendant had begun procced- 
ings by endeavouring to recover moneys to 
which he was clearly not entitled, and plain- 
tif took steps in self-defence to have the 
ment treated ax a whole. It was ob- 
viously most important that parties should 
not be allowed to do what they liked when 
they got out here—to set up or join in carrying 
‘on business in opposition to those who brought, 
them out; and in a house having a number of 
employés, it was necessary to take notice. of 
‘such a case as the present, and therefore it 
‘was that plaintiff eame into Court, to show 
their employés that they could not ‘disregard 
their obligations. 

Epwix Hvoorss Serrxo, sworn, stated— 
I am manager of the plaintiff's business in 
Shanghai and have been so the whole time 
that defendant has eon. in that employ. I 
recollect, defendant arriving, on 11th Sept 
1871. He boarded the house, and his 
salary during the first year was £80. He had 
also a percentage or bonus on his sales, I 
believe the first year he made $142 by 
tat, He was in the hat and scart de art 
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ment, in which also pictures were sold, 
Wainewright here handed in the it, 
and promissory note, dated July 7th 1871, 
granted by defendant on account of the sum 
advanced him for passage and other expenses.) 
On 18th September we were very busy 
clearing away a lot of goods in one part of the 
store, consequent upon some alterations. The 
Chinese employed were busy, and I bad occa 
son to requeat the defendant to got adder. 
Tsaid, ‘If you will get a ladder I will help 
you to hang these pictures. ‘The ladder was 
‘ light shop one. He objected, saying he 
‘thought the pictures too small to hang, I set 
aside his objection, when he stated he was 
getting up anorder. Isct aside that objection 
also, when he started off, as if out of temper. 
He called one of the Chinese to carry the Jad 
der, thus stopping two men in their employ- 
ment, One was at the time handing goods to 
another. ft round to where defendant 
was and said “Tl carry the ladder for you ; 

and took hold of it at the same time as the 
coolie. The defendant seized me at the time 
roughiy by the arm. , 

F Eaxem did not know what all this 
might come to, but trusted his friend would 
be able to satisfy the Court. 
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‘Mr. Watsewntcitr said from the nature 
of the case, it was desirable to get the whole 
story out. 

‘Mr. Eames did not object, but he thought 
it was quite irrelevant, 

His. Howour thought as the defence 
was that Messrs. Sayle dismissed defendant, 
that it would be ne; togo into the whole 
matter, and all that led to the difficulty. 

‘Witness continued—I said ‘man you're 
mad ; people laugh at you for being foolish.” 
He advanced as if to strike me, but did not 
do so. He ht the pictures, and some time 
after, came back and began conversation, 
which I stopped. Half an hour to an hour 
Miter, T said he could offer an explanation, 
and he began to say that 1 put upon him, 
andthat Iwasoverbearing. explained that { 
‘was not, but simply wished to help him, and 
reminded him that on the 12th of September 
he had refused to obey an order which T 
gave him, I went on to say that if he could 
not behave himself properly, and do as he 
was told, he would have to leave the house. 
He replied that he did not care about that; 
he could do better in Shanghai. I told him 
that I should prevent him taking a situation 
in Shanghai, for that most probably I should 
send him down to our house at Hongkong. 
That was all. This occurred after 3 in the 
afternoon ; he remained at business till 5.30, 
and went to it in next morning at 7.30, 
Femaining till 830, went. to breakfast, and 
retumed to business, when he said he wished 
to speak to me, I was busy, and said I would 
speak to him shortly. He’ followed me up- 
stairs into the counting house, and I again 
told him I was engaged and would speak to 
‘him after business was over for the day. He 
went away, and came back with his hat in 
his hand ‘saying he was going. He said 
‘something about going to Japan, or Swatuw, 
and that I should find him at the Astor 
House, I did not pay much attention; I 
was engaged. He said something about not 
asking my pardon, and I said [ had not asked 
him to do"so. He then left, 1 did not aa 
that he should not go. ‘There was a cle 

resent, Defendant came on the following 

fonday to speak to me. I did not then ac- 
juiesce in his leaving, but reminded him th: 
That not discharged him. He left on Frid 
the 19th September. I gave him to und 
stand that if he expressed regret I was ready 
to mest him—to take him back, asked him 
if he intended to retain his present situation, 
in Watson & Co,’s, and he said he did. 1 

id then I could not give him his drawbacks 
which he had asked for. I was not anxious 
to got rid of defendant, and his leaving was 
inconvenient. Several men in our employ are 
under similar agreements to the defendant. 
We have at present six here, who were 
brought out from England, exclusive of my- 

elf, and some at Hongkong —not all under 

‘same ag it. Mine is an agreement of 
‘the same kind as defendant's. 

Cross-examined—I was not at home when 
defendant's agreement was made. I don't 
consider it ondinasily pat of a salesmau’s 
duty to carry about Indders ; I do it myself. 
There was necessity in this ease, because the 
coolie was employed handing up goods to a 
boy ona high fixture. I am not sure that 
there was no coolie in the carpet room who 
night have carried it. I believe that defen- 
dant was getting up an order, as he said. 
His manner made me think he was out of 
temper. I don't know if he called for any 
Particular coolie, I took hold of the coolie 
when he came with the ladder, and only took 
hold of him firmly when defendant pushed me. 
He snid don'thurt the coolie.” T can’t say if 
defendant is a fighting man. I don’t rememl 
that I said—* are you aware, Mr. Wheeler, 
that you have broken your agreement.” I am 
certain I did not say “leave the house.” 1 
think the occurrence took place between 3and 
4. He remained ; I don't know what he was 
doing. Tam not most of my time, but part 
of it'in the counting house. He might have 
spoken to me before breakfast next tnorning 
but he tried to speak to me after he returned. 
I don’t remember his saying ‘‘Mr. Spring 
You've discharged me.” I won't swear he 
didn’t, T didn’t tell him not togo. Iremem- 
ber ho said something about taking me at my 
word of yesterday. By saying I would meet 

im, T only referred to his coming back. I 
cannot say how many have been brought 
out under that agreement. One was ti 
fatged in Hongkong after being seut down 
from Shaughai, I don't know how long the 































































spose hhas been in use. I am acting for 
ie plaintiff and hold his power of attorney. 

Re-examined—Before this matter I was not 
habitually dissatisfied with defendant. Itook 
hold of the coolie because he did not under- 
stand pidgin very well, and I wished to show 
‘him to go back to work. We cease business 
at 5 to 5.30. In some houses a month's 
notice is given, in others none; what the 

eral custom here is, Idon’t know. I said 
Frould probably send him to Hongkong —I 
‘could not first discharge and then send him 
there. The ment was drawn up in 
England, not in Shanghai. 

Mr. Eanes ventured to say, for the credit 
of the profession, that it was not drawn up in 
Shanghai. 

To nts Hoxovr—Assuming Ihad there and 
then discharged defendant, it would depend 
upon circumstances whether he would not 
wait till the close of the day. I probably 
would send him away at once, and see that he 
went. Defendant wished to have a witness 
next day when he spoke with me, and as it 
was near the shop I did not say ‘much—did 
not desire that customers should hear alter- 
eation—and I wished also to be cautious, as 
there was a plot against me. 

This coneluded plaintiff's case, 

Mr. Eauzs said he would not take long in 
opening. If there was any argument to be 
led in the case, it was upon the binding eff- 
cacy of the agreement against entering into 
any other business. 

His Hoxour suggested that it might shorten 
the ease if he heard the evidence for the defen- 
dant, when, if he was satisfied from it that 
defendant had been discharged, there would 
be an end to any argument. 

Mr. Watsewniout pointed out that, under 
clause 8, if defendant was discharged, he for- 
feited the drawbacks. 

Mr. Easues said that 8th clause was the 
most enormous ever inserted in an agreemeut. 
He had seen some strange agreements made 
with engineers, who came out to the East in 
the earlier days, about 1863, but nothing so 
monstrous as this. 

Mr, Warnewnicnr corrected himsel ; he 
was alluding to the 7th clause. 

Mr. Eastes hoped it was unnecessary for 
him to argue in a British Court that such 
clauses were too monstrous to be enforced. It 
was provided that plaintiffs could discharge de- 
fendant without givingany reasonand that they 
should not be sued in any Court of Justice. 
Tt amounted to an arrangement by 
which Messrs. Sayle and Co. were to arbitrate 
for themselves, and nothing could be more 
clearly settled than that in a case like this 
parties could not exclude the jurisdiction of 
Courts of Law. As to the drawbacks under 
clause 4, it seemed to him that this was 
penalty and only a penalty. His friend had 

ne into a very ingenious argument on this, 
that they could retain the drawbacks and 
sue also on the promissory note for the 
balance of their advance, and that th 
should receive an annuity if the 
entered into any other business within cor- 
tain limits. Defendant was also to pay $25 
a day for every day he was absent. The 
principal breach was therefore in engaging 
in any other business in apy capacity, ‘though 
that was only one of he did’ not kuow how 
many stipulations. Defendant was to serve 
faithfully, not to absent himself, demean 
himself ‘civilly, not to dispute orders, 
render a careful account of all sales, do his 
utmost to promote the interests of his 
employers, not to engage in such trade or 
serve others in it, and not to do anything 
which would unfit him for his duty, fain 
any of which he hecame guilty of a breach of 
agreement. [The I Counsel here ran 
over a number of cases, of which we have 
not received the titles referred to.] He had 
failed to find a single case where in an agree- 
ment like this the sum sued for was called 
liquidated damages and not penalty, or where 
the restraint of trade was carried so far as in 
this one. Agreements bad been upheld where 
professional men restricted pupils from prac- 
tising within a certain distance. Here plain- 
tiffs brought out defendant and said—you 
shall not set up business for yourself nor 
serve any one else in certain capacities for 
fourteen years, and all for the immense sum 
of £80a year, The arrangement of drawbacks 
was done for plaintiff's own interest, and not 
out of pure generosity. “He would merely in 
conclusion ask his Honour to read the agree- 
ment—that was the strongest argument he 






































could put forward. The petition showed the 
softening genial hand of his friend Mr. 
Wainewright, who had avoided touching in it 
certain obnoxious parts. 

Mr, Warszwnicut said he had only put in 
what he deemed material. 

Mr, Easoss said his friend had not sued for 
the $25 a day, although defendant bad now 
been absent, he did mot know how many 
days. ‘The annuity had not ofcourse come 

ue yet. 

‘Derexpaxr, sworn, stated—This agreement 
was made in’ Mr. Hobert Sayle’s office. I 
had no assistance on my side, in regard to it. 
Tame out as it states, and went on to the 
18th September last, When required to get 
the ladder, I was getting up an outport 
order. Lealled a boy, but there being none, 
Teealled a coolie. I went to the carpet room and 
saw three. I can't say thatany of them were 
idle. The one who came did not stop any 
one by doing so. I don’t know what he had 
been doing, but two other coolies were 
assisting the boy’ spoken of by Mr Spring. 
When lie came, Mr. Spring. took him roughly 
by the top of his coat and shook him. I’ put 
my hands oa Mr Spring's shoulder and said, 
“you shan’t strike the coolie.” He said after- 
wards, “I'll help you with the ladder.” I 
endeavoured to speak to Mr. Spring, but a 
young man passing from the carpet-room at 
the moment, Mr. Spring said hush. About 
ten minutes after, he said he was prepared to 
speak to me, and went to a part of the store 
where wo were not likely to be overheard. 
First he said “Do you know you have broken 
your agreement?” and I replied that I 
not aware, He said, “you have; you have 
refused duty, and you did so the other day, 

I asked hum on what occasion. He said 
when a coolie had brought a chit, but it 
was for an article not in my department, and 
having the enunter piled up with goods after my 
serving a customer, T put the chit aside for 
the young man who should have seen to it, 
I did this particularly because it was a 
question of his getting commission. T aaid 
as I was busy I thought it was a coolie’s 
duty, they being disengaged, to bring the 
Indder, and told ‘one of them to bring it, 
Mr. Spring next said, “you have placed 
yourself ins very pectiliar’ position, a very 
awkward position, and it remains for you to 

out of it.” I said, “tif you mean that 

‘am to bow and scrape to you on a trivial 
affair like this, I will not do it.” Mx. Spring 
said, “you placed yourself in a threatening 
attifude and evidently intended to strike 
me.” I merely intended to protect the coolie 
and never to strike him. I said under the 
circumstances I did not think I ought. to 

pologize, and he turned round and said, Ob, 
very well, then you must go ; you must leave 
the house.” ‘This was at 3.30. I did not leave 
then because a customer came, whom I knew 
but Mr. Spring did not, and I showed him 
into the tailoring department, aud. saying to 
the. young man there that Mr. Spring had 
dischary of a asked him to attend him. I 
returned next morning to have a settlement 
with Mr, Spring Laid, “ Mr. Sprit 
you aware that you discharged me? you asked 
over avery trivisl matter. 
you have £20 of min 
asking him for ‘my drawbacks. He 
nothing. Mr. Clifford was present. On the 
evening of the 23rd I saw him again, and 
said “Will you pay me my drawbacks 































































please?” and ‘he replied, “I have not 
missed you yet.” I said he had, and that 
Clifford had witnessed it. Mr. Spring said 


“Tam willing to moet you,” and also. “Re- 
member I did not tell you to go, but to leave 
the house.” He declined to pay me, and has 
not called on me to return to my duty at all. 

Cross-examined—Mr. Spring did not speak 
to the coolie before he struck him. He 
went up b-hind him and seized him by the 
coat collar. He was in a passion and said, 
“you shan’t have the cooliv.” I have seen 
Mr. Spring kick a coolie out before, but 
can’t say as to ladder business. I put my 
hands forward and said he should not hurt 
the coolie. Before the conversition with me 
he hushed me up, as an assistant was passing. 
On the morning of the 19th I had spoken £0 
Mr. Spring twice and he refused to hear me, 
and I went the third time with my hat in my 
hand and said he was trying to evade me 
and that he had’ discharged me and had £20 
of mine. He was silent. He said the pre- 
vious day “you must go, you must leave the 
house.” I said very well, [would not starve, 
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I could probably get a berth in Shanghai. He 
‘said I could not get that. 
‘To His Hoxour—Mr. Spring said I must 
to Hongkong, previous to saying I must 
feave the house. 

Cross-examination continued—I considered 
myself bound to leave the house and that 1 was 
discharged at a moment’s notice. Mr. Cliford 
was present next day. Ihad not arranged that 
he should be present ; he is no more a friend 
of mine than any of the others in the house. 
Thave been employed as a salesman at Messrs. 
‘Watson and Co.’s, but not under engagement. 
I went there because I wished to avoid hotel 
‘expenses. I have no understanding about 
re I went round and told Mr. Byrne 
that I'was discharged, and was not in a posi- 
tion to go to a hotel, and asked if I could 
stay there for my services. Had I received 
anything from the firm which would enable 
me to leave Shanglai at once, I would have 
done so, Ihave now no percentage on sales 
nor fixed salary. Percentage is not customary 
in the ladies’ department, in which I serve. 
Iwent on 20th Sept, and’ live there now. I 
received £40 a year in England, with board 
‘and lodgings. I received £5 advance on the 
agreement. 

Te-cxamined—I really went to Messrs. 
‘Watson and Co.’s to avoid hotel expenses, 
having a very few dollars in my pocket, and 
there is no stipulation or understanding as to 
salary. 

‘To m1 Hoxour—I thoughtat first of sueing 
for the whole four years, but wished the case 
to he tried first, aud ‘then T would claim 
for the time I have been in Watson’s from 
Sayle aud Co. [ have no actual arrange- 
ment. I was dismissed on the afternoon of 
the 18th Sept., aul entered W: 

Co.’s onthe 20th, I had no 

munication with’ that firm, did not kuow 
Mr, Byme iu fact, I don't know their usual 
torins for salesmen, have not enquired about 
them, ‘They are’ understood to be higher 
than Sayle & Co.'s, I know one of the young 
men formerly in 
in Hongkong, but did not learn their terms 
from him, When I came out of the cutting 
room, Mr, Spring was not where I had left 
him, ‘and I waited till the store closed with 
the view of speaking to him, and without 











jing to work. I caie next morning at 
30, and remained till 8.90, looking for 
him. It is customary with myself and an- 


other to go’ month about at 730 to open 
the store. Mr. Sjning is_ often down at 7.30, 
and occasionally :t 7. I wished at the very 
outset, when he said lush, to tell Mr. Spring 
that F considered 1 hud done perfectly right 
under the circunmtances.

I find for the defeadant in each of these 
eross-actions, in accordance with the well-

POLICE COURT. 


Shanghai, Bist October. 
Before R. A. Mowar, 
R. v. Waren Harvey, steward of the Fiery 
Cross,—Wounding with intent. 

(Remanded from the Elst instant. in, con- 
sequence of the proscoutor being too ill to 
attend.) 

Dasiet J. Maccowas, sworn, stated,—I am 
medical practitioner in Shanghai. On Satur- 
day week { was called on board the Fiery Cross 
to'seo the Ist officer, He was suffering from 
three incised wounds (two on the head and 
‘one on the neck), and from the concussion of 
the Llow that had inflicted these wounds. 
The wounds were slight, but tho concussion 
was severe. ‘The ove on the neck was neat 
the carotid artery. I attended him, and on 
Monday sent him to the hospital. I remained 
‘on board the ship that night, because I would 
require to see him in the morning, and it was 
easier for me to remain on board than to go 
home (the shi lying at the Arsenal) and 
return, [Witness pointed out the Ist officer, 
whowasin Court, and who had been dischargod 
from the hospital, cured.] ‘The wounds must 
have been inflicted by some cutting instru- 
ment. A large bottle would have caused such 
wounds. Those in the head reached the bone, 
though the bone was not exposed, ‘The bleed- 
ing had been profuse. The man wasn’t weak, 
but rather had sustained a shock from the 
blow. He complained of dizziness in the 
head. sent him to the Hospital because of 
the distance the ship was from my house. Tt 
was not on account of the gravity of the case. 
[e was not serions and could scarcely have 
‘turned out s0. 5 

By prisoner—It was 11 o'clock at night ot 
ater that 1 got on board. His head had been 
bandaged and plastered, and well dressed, 
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‘and the man was in bed! I didn’t think 
jt necessary to disturb him till about daylight 
jn the morning. I desired him to come to 
mo on Monday, if next night he had bad a 

asleep. I dressed his wound on Sunday 
fhomning, and that was all I did. 

Frepenick J, Rnwrsetox, sworn, stated—I 
am chief officer of the Fiery Cross. Accused 
is the steward. I was discharged from the 
‘Hospital on Tuesday, as cured. ‘The Doctor 
told me simply I was to take care of myself. 
On Saturday week the 3rd officer complained 
to me of the steward’s having ill-used him in 
the pantry when he. was getting his tea. I 
went down to find out what the steward had 
been doing, He was sober, but abused me 
and threatened me, Tcalled the captain down 
to witness it and to have him punished. ‘The 
captain came between us, and the steward 
pisked up a largo Timejuice bottle (which was 

M1 of oil) and threw it at my head. It struck 
on the forehead aud smashed. He then 
‘to get hold of anything that was there and 
smashed everything. ‘The captain and the 
two other mates secured him and pacified 
him, I lent them a hand while I was able, 
‘until I was too weak from the loss of blood. 
After it was. over, he said he wished it had 
been my death-blow, and that it had killed 
me, [was sent to’ the Hospital on Monday 
night, On Monday morning as he was being 
taken ashore, I heard him tell the captain 
that he would do the same again if he had the 
chance, 

By prisoner, —I did not rash into the pantry 
and gave you two black eyes. I entered the

I, however, did not believe him, and went 
back to the man who had told me, and he 
positively assured me that he heard the mate 
say what he had told me, as also did the car- 
penter. I enquired from the carpenter, and 
he confirmed it. Isaid nothing more to the 
3rd mate until tea-time, when he came into 
the pantry for his tea. I desired him to leave 
it, and not re-enter it until I had seen the 
captain, I told him to go into his cabin and 
T would send his tea in there. He refused, 
and compelled me to put him out by force. 
He went on deck and brought the mate 
down, who directly on entering the cabin 
struck me a. blow onthe bridge of the nose 
eutting it with his ring and blackening my 
two eyes. This so exasperated me, that I 
took up the bottle and flung it at ‘him. I 
eonfess I did that, but beyond that 1 threw 
no glass or tumbler, and none of these were 
broken in the pautry. ‘The only damage there 
was a soup-tureen smashed, and that was 
rubbed off the shelf. This is the solemn truth 
respecting this part of the affair. As for 
the mato saying that T threatened to do 
the same to him if I had the chance, 
it was a misinterpretation of what

‘The captain in answer to the Court, said the 
prosecutor ad been six months with him, and 

e could not want aquieter man, Having heard 
‘the prisoner's statement, he did not believe 
from what he knew of the mate that he would 
have acted in the manner ascribed to him. 

‘His Worsurr then said he found the priso- 
ner entirely to blame, and he felt it bis duty 
to punish him as severely as it was in his 
power to do, for there was nothing to justify 
or excuse the prisoner's conduct. Naturally 
of a hot temper, it was natural to believe, 
that having nursed what he thought was 
aslight upon him all day, he burst out at 
the least provocation. In the state the pri- 
soner was at the time, without charging 
him with having told a ‘direct untruth, he 
could not be ina ‘ition to notice things 
correctly, and imagining that the mate had 
struck him, attributed his black eyes to him. 
His Worship was sorry to see defendant, of 
whose previous conduct the Captain had spoken 
favourably, charged with such a crime. It 
showed the necessity of constantly governing his 
temper, for, though the mate was so severely 
injured as to make it doubtful at one time what 
tarn the affair might take, it was fortunate 
that the consequence had not been more se- 
rious. The affair might have ended with the 
‘most unpleasant result. He sentenced pri- 
soner to thefull term which the law provided 
for this offence, twelve weeks hard labour. 























HONGKONG SUPREME COURT. 
IN ADMIRALTY, 


Before the Hon. J. Pauxcerore, Acti 
Chief Justice, ne 
26th October, 1872. 
THE “AVA” AND “RONA.” 

His Lordship delivered the following 
judgment to-day :— 

This is an appeal to the Vice-Admiralty 
Court, to vary the report made by the Re- 
gistrar and Merchants on the usual reference 
for the assessment of damages ordered in the 
cause instituted for the collision which took 
place between the Ara and the Rona, and in 
which the decree of the Court was in favor 
of the Ara. 

It appears by the act or petition filed on 
behalf of the owners of the Rona in objection 
to the Registrar's report, that exception is 
taken in the first place to the allowance of 
$3000, or indeed of any sum whatever-undor 
item 36, ‘That item is as follow: 

“Expenses of despatching the M. M. S, 
Godavery to Shaughai to ensure the M: 
Service, with orders to callin at Amoy to 
certain ‘the state of the Ava, and if latter able 
to go,on, to return to Hongkong absent 5 

ys.” 

1 am of opinion that this claim is admissible 
fon principle, as consequential damage prox. 
imately caused by the collision. ‘The I 
trar and Merchants have found upon an in- 
vestigation of the facts, that the agent of the 
Messageries Maritimes’ acted with proper 
judgment and discretion in, despatching the 
Godavery under the cireumstances, and they 
have only allowed the actual cost thereby 
incurred by the Company. 1 concur in their 
decision, and must therefore overrule the 
objection. 

‘The next ground of exception is to the 
allowance of 18 days’ demurrage for, the 
detention of the Ava at Amoy, Shanghai and 
Marseilles during repairs. ‘The appellants do 
not object to the claim for demurrage in 
respect of the detention of the Ava at Amoy 
aud Shanghai, but they insist that the claim 
for demurrage at Marseilles cannot be sus 
tained, inasmuch as the Ava was not detained 
there beyond her regula 
was entirely repaired ai 
within the time she woul 
Jain idle in harbour awaiting her regul 
turn to be despatched, and no evidence was 
produced to show that’ she lost any employ- 
ment because of her being so laid up for 
repairs. Iam of opinion that this exception 
is well founded, an Court is bound 
by the Decision of the High Court of Admir- 

ty in the case of the Black Prince (1 Lush, 
668). - In that case the plaintiff's vessel was 
fone of a line of steamers which took turns 
for sailing at fixed intervals : iu the ordinary 
course of business each vessel on returning 
home was a certain time idle in port ; aud it 
was held, ou au appeal from the Registrar's 
Report, that the measure of deunurra 
not the length of time the plaintif 
was undergoing repairs, uor the differenco 
between the usual time she was in port, but 
the number of daye she wae detained beyond 
the date ou which, but for the collision, she 
would have sailed in her regular turn, 

‘The appellants’ objection, therefore, as re- 
gards this item must be allowed, and the 
amount of demu reduced. accordingly. 
‘The only other objection to the Report has 
relation to the costs of the reference, but the 
poiut in dispute is disposed of by reason of tho 
reduction made on this appeal in the amount 
of damages under the item of Demurrage,
